cantile establishments or manu- 
facturing plants in (ireat liritain 
in which American-made goods are 
not to be found, and it is declared 
by both merchants and manufac- 
turera, in a candid and honest man 
ner, that in many points of excel- 
lence the imported article has the 
preferenc e of the people. There 
is cvidt'Utly a wide and growing 
market for American goods in the 
'tight little iaiand,' and it needs 
but puih and energy to secure a 

?srmanent and profitable trade, 
he same may be said of couti- 
ni nt.il i;iiro|>c, where in spite of 
restriction and traditional exclu- 
siveness American goods are cap- 
turing public appreciation. In 
English-si>eaking colonies, Canada, 
Australasia, Africa and the West 
India islands the tame trend of 
popularity is distinctly perceptible. 
In China, Japan, Russia ana Brit- 
ish India th<' saiiii' can Ik- said. In 
some cnuntries legislation has been 
iinuked to curtail if it can not 
eliminate the growing demand for 
American goods and products. In 
some lines these otwtnictive tactics 
are more or less successful, and it 
is not impossible that in such 
competing countries as Germany 
a more determined opposition may 
yet develop itself. The fact, how- 
ever remains that American made 
goods are gaining prestige, and it 
is neither bombast nor prophecy to 
anticipate the time when our pres- 
ent export trade will be the largest 
and most widely distributed of any 
contemporary nation. We have 
the secret in our laboring-saving 
machinery, that in spite of the 
the higher wages paid to labor, we 
can produce at lower cost, and 
with more intelligence and energy 
generally diffused in all mechanical 
pursuits we can easily keep at the 
head of the proceaaion.
